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The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicant's 
arguments are deemed persuasive. Examiner agrees that although the prior art does 
teach including entropy parameter into a binding scoring function for protein/ligand 
interactions, the prior art either does not calculate the entropy function for the entire 
ensemble of modeled protein/ligand complexes (e.g., Rognan, Bohm) or teaches 
insignificance or unpredictability of the use of the entropy term (Gohke).
